By a Frienp. 

Turne is little need of apology for the introduction of an account of 
gwork, in lieu of a political article, the chief object of which is the 
detection of social and political fallacy ; for, setting aside the name of 
Bentham, what can be more accordant with the general object of our 
labours ? | 

The substance-of this treatise, we are informed by the preface, has 
already beén published in France by M: Dumont, a circumstance that 
miglit seem to render a republication in English the less necessary.

Wines.—With respect to Port wine, it is useful to be aware that it may 
speedily be rendered aged by heat, and in this case it deposits its coat, 
aad assames the marks of old wine to the eye, as well as to the palate. 
One year will thus do as much for Port as five or six in the ordinary mode 
of helping, but the period of its entire duration will be comparatively 
shorter. The effects of heat in maturing Port have hitherto been a secret 
in the hands of afew. In America, it is a well-known practice to boil 
Madeira wine, or to heat it to the boiling temperature, and the effect is to 
impert to harsh new wine the qualities of that which is ripe and perfect in 
favour. “This practice is applicable to Port. If newly-hottled wine be 
exposed to the sun, it shortly begins to deposit its colouring matter, and 
improves in flavour—and even the rawest wine of this kind may, by 
heating it in hot water, be caused in the course of a day to assume the 

uality which it would have had after many. years of keeping. It is so far 
tom injurious, as might be imagined, that it is a valuable secret, and we 
believe one that is but little known, even to those whose interest it is to 
give the complexion of old wine to new, and who generally effect this 
parpose in a fratidulent manner, by putting it into foul crusted bottles. —
